•This accident was due more to care- 


lessness on the part of one of the con- 
testants than anything else. He "kept 
zlg-zKgglng the track anil in order to 
avert-:«n accident Stafford and Mills, 
•who -were on one of the 'tandems, had 
to ride'.: high on 
the 
track. 
They 


thought they could pass the other con- 
testants but were going so faet thai 
they 'got crowned and ran Into an 
electric light pole, death resulting a 
slio_rt time afterwards. 


Nelson's mishap was purely acciden- 


tal, as he received his ittjurles by the 
explosion of the rear tire, but many of 
the accidents arc due to carelessness. 
The rlilors get so used to following the 
Infernal machines day after day that 
they have no thought of accident and 
ride carelessly. Often times In a rac 
the rider will be seen to kiss tires wltl 
Ihe motor which he is following. an< 
then he hfls to use hts good judgmen 
to buck off without receiving a spill. 


Spino of the racing men. though, are 


very careful, and constantly watch the 
rear tire of the tandem tljey are fo! 
lowing from tlie beginning of'the race 
to the end,

This accident was due more to care­ 
lessness on the p art of one of the con­ 
testants than anything else.

avert an accident Stafford and Mills,

thought they could pass the other con­

Nelson’s mishap was purely acciden­ 
tal, as he received his injuries by the 
explosion of the rear tire, but many of 
the accidents are due to carelessness. 
The riders get so used to following the 
Infernal machines day after day that 
they have no thought of accident and 
ride carelessly.

er roller. 
The fabrics are then passed 
over a guide roller and adjustable rol­ 
lers, so as to be operated upon by a 
carding roller, and then over a guide 
roller and 
tension roller to n heated 
winding apparatus. 
This consists of 
heated polished steel cylinders, between 
which the fabrics are wound on a per­ 
forated steam ing drum, which moves 
in slotted bearings. 
The roll is then 
passed over rails to a steam ing recep­ 
tacle where the shrinking process is 
completed. 
Fabrics thus treated are 
disposed to be 
unshrinkable 
and not 
liable to be spotted. 
In reference to Fall River, the whole 
trouble with the print cloth m arket is 
a large surplus with a small demand.

Cornwall Party Must

MONCTON, N. B , Sept. 7.—An am u s­ 
ing political issue has grown out of the 
elaborate piepuratlons now being made 
by the Canadian government to enter­ 
tain the Duke and Duchess of cornwall 
and York, who are expected to begin 
their tour of the country about the 
middle of the present month.

The following article on the econo­ 
mic disposal of 
city's 
refuse, taken 
from the Municipal Journal and E n ­ 
gineer, is of particular interest to th* 
people of this city at the present time, 
ana is discussed In a book by W. 
Francis Goodrich, the following being 
a brief of some of the different a rg u ­ 
ments; 
No question connected with munici­ 
pal affair* is more puzzling than that 
of the disposal of the waste of the 
community; hence any book that offers 
help to enlighten the public upon this 
unsettled m atter Is of great value. 
This book, written by an English en­ 
gineer of wide experience in this line 
of work, brings into small compaa* the 
results of 25 years' study of the prob­ 
lem. 
In place of fragm entary paper* 
and reports, we now have a clear ar?'* 
accurate description of methods and 
appliance* th at are in actuul use. 
Beginning with the first crude form 
of furnace, th at which 
treated 
tire 
waste by a slow' process of cooking, 
ana passed the gases thrown off direct 
to the chimney, the author notes the 
addition of the fume cremator that 
partially destroyed the noxious 
v a ­ 
pors; the Introduction of a steam boil­ 
er in the flue of the chimney; and tho 
use of pow'er for a forced draught. 
Then the change in the form of de-* 
structors, bringing the boiler directly 
behind, or, in some fuses, over the fire 
box. developing great steam power, 
abolishing the fum e 
cremator, 
the 
whole uniting in small space what had 
before occupied much ground. 
Refuse tipping, or dumping, as we 
term it, is strongly condemned, and 
quotations given from authorities all 
over the w'orld against the filthy p rac­ 
tice. 
One striking instance is given 
of 1,000 kilos of mixed matter, after 
rem aining 
In place nine year*, con­ 
tained 266 parts of putrescible organic 
m atter and 733 parts In cinders. 
Sorting, or attem pt at utilization of 
the valuable portion of the waste, is 
disapproved of, us unsanitary und ob­ 
jectionable. 
The author 
advises 
to 
“burn as m uch as possible,” 
quoting 
from the report of the Chelsea Dis­ 
posal Works, London, the largest plant 
for this purpose in the world. 
But 
with us in A m erica there is another 
side to this m atter. 
The waste of American cities con­ 
tains from 5 to 8 per cent, of paper 
rags and other m aterials too valuable 
to be lost. 
The people In the larger 
cities recognize this and 
assist 
by 
m aking a separation at the house. The 
city does its part by separately collect­ 
ing this and delivering it to be sorted 
under sanitary conditions, and event­ 
ually nearly DO per cent, is sent to the 
paper mills. 
The chapter of Mr. Goodrich’s book 
on steam -raising value of tow n’s ref­ 
use is the one that Is of more general 
interest than any other. 
While 
the 
production of power is the secondary 
function of a destructor, there is still 
an enormous force produced In every 
properly designed plant; a force which 
m ust be utilized In all future 
w'ork. 
The author gives the following table 
of the component purt of English ref­ 
use and the heating power of the com ­ 
bustible portions:

jointed, incoherent, und misleading a c­ 
count that give* nothing of service. 
The remarks of the author on the 
situation over here are true and perti­ 
nent. yet they do no more than outline 
the fact* In the cuss. 
He reflects s e ­ 
verely upon the "contract system ” by 
which the cities place 
the 
disposal 
work In the control of individuals or 
companies for a term of 
years, and 
compares the results obtained by the 
municipal system In England with the 
practice in America, greatly to 
our 
disadvantage. 
Did space and time 
permit 
much 
might be said 
in 
explanation, 
and 
something in defense .of the present 
American practice; but in the main 
the facts are as stated. 
, 
Forty pages are devoted to the de­ 
scription of American crematories and 
reduction plants; 
their 
construction 
and operation, accompanied by many 
illustrations, tables of analysis, q u an ti­ 
ties, etc. 
Here 
again the author Is 
handicapped by luck of detulls. 
He 
includes several crem ators th at exist 
only on paper, and others abandoned 
after 
one 
unsuccessful 
experiment 
These pages are a melancholy exhibit 
of our slow progress, compared with 
the elaborate equipment and far su ­ 
perior efficiency of 
th»F English 
de­ 
structors. 
Several chapters are devoted to the 
disposal work of Europe, Africa, A us­ 
tralia, and the 
East, 
showing 
the 
widespread interest In the subject. 
The book conclude* with a slight a c ­ 
count of the disposal of the waste of 
institutions, the description of motors 
—steam and electric- used 
in 
street 
cleaning work, the value of clinker and 
ash when manufactured, and the latest 
reports from the most efficient plants 
in - England. 
As a w hole It I* the only complete and 
comprehensive one of Its class. 
It is 
valuable not only for Its account 
of 
what has been done, but also for the 
clear Indication* of what the future of 
disposal work will be. 
The admirable 
illustrations and tables 
of 
reference 
are special features of Interest, and In 
general appearance and typography It 
is among the best. 
To us In America 
It comes a* a revelation of a state of 
things of which we knew almost noth­ 
ing. 
With the exception of a few en ­ 
gineers und 
»anltftrlnns, 
none 
was 
aware of the magnitude of this work 
abroad and of It* usefulness to m uni­ 
cipalities. Its great value here Is as a 
text-book for the information of city 
authorltiea, 
health 
officials, 
e n ­ 
gineers. and 
those Interested in the 
vital question which is now’ one of the 
uppermost problems in municipal a f ­ 
fairs.

then drawn off and wound on an o th ­ 
er roller. 
The fabrics are then passed 
over a guide roller and adjustable rol­ 
lers, so as to be operated upon by a 
carding roller, and then over a guide 
roller and 
tension roller to a heated 
w inding apparatus. 
T his con sists of 
heated polished steel cylinders, betw een 
w hich the fabrics are wound on a per­ 
forated steam in g drum, w hich m oves 
in slotted bearings. 
The roll is then 
passed over rails to a steam in g recep­ 
tacle w here the shrinking process Is 
com pleted. 
Fabrics thus treated are 
disposed to be 
unshrinkable 
and not 
liable to be spotted. 
In reference to Fall R iver, the w hole 
trouble w ith the print cloth m arket Is 
it large surplus with a sm all dem and.

And Heating; Power of Com* 


bustible Proportion 


The follow ing article on the econo­ 
mic disposal of 
city ’s 
refuse, taken 
from the M unicipal Journal and E n ­ 
gineer, is of particular interest to th* 
people of th is city at the present tim e, 
arui is discussed in a book by 
W. 
F rancis Goodrich, the follow ing being 
a brief of som e of the different argu ­ 
m ents: 
N o question connected with m unici­ 
pal affairs Is more puzzling than that 
of the disposal of the w aste of the 
com m unity; hence any book that afters 
help to enlighten the public upon this 
unsettled m utter is of great valu^. 
T his book, w ritten by an E nglish en 
gineer of w ide experience in this line 
of work, brings into sm all com pass the 
results of 25 yeurs’ study of the ptob- 
lem. 
In place o f fragm entary papers 
and reports, we now have a clear ap'' 
accu rate description of m ethods and 
appliances that are in actual use. 
B eginning w ith the first crude form 
of furnace, that which 
treated 
tile 
w aste by a slow' process of cooking, 
ana passed the gases thrown off direct 
to the chim ney, the author notes the 
addition of the fum e crem ator that 
partially destroyed the noxious 
v a ­ 
pors; the introduction of a steam boil­ 
er in the flue of the chim ney; and the 
use of power for a forced draught. 
Then the change In the form of de-* 
structors, bringing the boiler directly 
behind, or, in som e cases, over the fire 
box, 
developing great steam 
power, 
abolishing the fum e 
crem ator, 
the 
w hole uniting in sm all space w hat had 
before occupied m uch ground. 
R efuse tipping, or dum ping, as w e 
term it, is strongly condem ned, and 
quotations given from authorities all 
over the world against the filthy prac­ 
tice. 
One striking Instance is given 
of 1,000 kilos of m ixed m atter, after 
rem aining 
in place nine years, con­ 
tained 266 parts of putrescible organic 
m atter and 733 parts in cinders. 
Sorting, or attem pt at utilization of 
the valuable portion of the w aste, is 
disapproved of, as unsanitary and o b ­ 
jectionable. 
The author 
advises 
to 


th* present situation, and advocating 
the investigation of 
the subject 
by 
A m erican m unicipalities, upon 
scien ­ 
tific grounds, w ith a m ore liberal ex 
penditure of m oney, and the selection 
of the m ethods w hich ure proving the 
m ost efficient, 
A short history of tile 
N ew York C ity conditions does not 
serve to enlighten us m uch, as the au ­ 
thor was evldentally not in possession 
of exact inform ation. 
The difficulties 
o f 
reporting 
disposal 
work in this 
country are 
insurm ountable. 
There 
are no exact and accurate 
reports 
of 
work done by cities; no tests by truin 
ed 
experts; 
nothing upon which to 
base com parisons; only a loose, 
d is­ 
jointed, incoherent, aud m isleading a c ­ 
count that gives nothing of service. 
The rem arks of the author on the 
situation over here are true and perti­ 
nent, yet they do no more than outline 
the fa cts in the case. 
H e reflects s e ­ 
verely upon the "contract system " by 
w hich the cities place 
the 
disposal 
work in the control o f individuals or 
com panies for a term of 
years, and 
com pares the results obtained by the 
m unicipal system in England with the 
practice in A m erica, greatly to 
our 
disadvantage. 
Did space and tim e 
perm it 
much 
m ight be said 
in 
explanation, 
and 
som ething In defense of the present 
Am erican practice; but in the m ain 
the facts are aa stated. 
Forty pages are devoted to the d e­ 
scription of A m erican crem atories and 
reduction plants; 
their 
consttuction 
and operation, accom panied by many 
illustrations, tables Of an alysis quanti­ 
ties, etc, 
Here 
again the author is 
handicapped by lack of details. 
He 
includes several crem ators that exist 
only on paper, and others abandoned 
after 
one 
unsuccessful 
experim ent 
T hese pages are a m elancholy exhibit 
of our slow progress, com pared w ith 
the elaborate equipm ent and fur su ­ 
perior efficiency of 
thdTEngllsh 
de­ 
structors. 
Several chapters are devoted to the 
disposal work of Europe, Africa, A u s­ 
tralia, and the 
E ast, 
show ing 
the 
w idespread interest in the subject. 
Tho book concludes w ith a slight a c ­ 
count of the disposal of the w aste of 
institutions, the description of m otors 
— steam and electric— used 
in 
street 
cleaning work, the value of clinker and 
aah w hen m anufactured, and the latest 
reports from the m ost efficient plants 
in England. 
A s a who!* It is the only com plete and 
com prehensive one of its class. 
It is 
valuable not only for its account 
of 
w hat has been done, but also for th** 
clear indications of w hat the future of 
disposal work will be. 
T he adm irable 
illustrations and tables 
of 
reference 
are special features of Interest, and in 
general appearance and typography It 
is am ong the best. 
To us In Am erica 
It com es a s a revelation of a state of 
things of which w e knew' alm ost n oth ­ 
ing. 
W ith the exception of a few en ­ 
gineers and 
■anltarlans, 
none 
w as 
aw are Of the m agnitude of this work 
abroad and of its usefulness' to m uni­ 
cipalities. 
Its great value here Is as a 
burn as m uch as possible."

As a whole It is the only complete and 
comprehensive one of its class.

Illustrations and tables

reference 
are special features of interest, and in 
general appearance and typography it 
is among the best. 
To us in America
